Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1,3-12 and 33-43 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

6. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

Regarding Claim 1 , 33 and 39, Applicant's particular system and associated 
methods in the environment of managing graphical scenes is loading into the local 
memory those portions of the scene graph that are relevant within the predicted future 
locality threshold, in combination with the limitation of wherein said replacing is 
performed only on portions of the scene graph that are not relevant within (i) the current 
locality threshold and (ii) the predicted future locality threshold record in combination 
with the other limitations of the claims, was not disclosed by, would not have been 
obvious over, nor would have been fairly suggested by the prior art of record or that 
encountered in searching of the prior art. 
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The dependent Claims 3-12 and 42-43 being further limiting to independent 
Claim 1 ; dependent Claims 34-38 being further limiting to independent Claim 33; and 
dependent Claims 40-41 being further limiting to independent Claim 39 definite and 
enabled by the Specification are also allowed.
